-The Governor of Haryana is pleased to approve the followir g Scheme 
for the conduct of Haryana State Lotteries . 


The value of the ticket for the lottery will be Re 1. Bach ticket book will contain 100 


tickets . 


Distribution of fickets. - Tickets will be distrit uted through authorised agents. The minimum 
number of tickets to be sold will b : 109. It will be open to an agent to make purchases of any nimber of 
ticket books . Tickets once issued will not be returpable but will be treated as suld . Tickets will not be 
issued on credit basis under any circumstances . 

3. Employees of Panchayats, Municipalities and other institutions are permitted to take up agency 
for the sale of tickets on the same condition as for private indivduals . 

4. Sale booths directly run by the State Government will be opened at all Distrit Treasures and 
other important centres 


Arrangements will be made for the sale of tickets on agency basis at the headquarters of the State 


also .

6. Tickets will be supplied to all authorised agerits and saic bocths, well before the date fixed for 
th : cm : ncc 1 :: t of the sale of ticket. It will be the responsibility of every purchaser to keep tis vicket (s) 
in safe custody, as the prize will be given to the holders of the tickets only . 


7. Before the closing date of the draw the agents and the Goveroment sales men shi uld return 
the counterfoils of the sold tickets. The ups. ld tickeis in stocks will be destroyed immediately after each 
draw in the presenc : of the Judges. Separate sets of tickets will be issued for each draw . 

8. A commission of 25 % of the value of the ticket will te paid to the agents. They will be 
allowed to deduct com nissija while purchasing the ticket books . 

9. Special Commission will be allowed as follows :-- 

(i) 1 % if the total collection exceeds Rs 1,000 
( ii ) ? % if the total collection exceedis Rs 5,000 . 


(ii) 5 % if the total collection exceeds Rs 10.000.

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11. Conduct of draw . - Tlie first drapy of the prizes will be held on 30th November , 1968 at Chandi 
garh in the presence of five Judges to be selected from eminent officials and non - officials . 

12. The system ofdraw will be the one followed by the Goveroment of India for draw of prizes of the 
Prize Bonds with suitable modifications. 


1 . As soon as a draw is over the prize list will be prepared and notified in the aiuspapeis End 
through the radio . The prize winners residing within the State will be required to send a recuisi in ihe 
prescribed form and forward to head office along with the prize winning tickets. After recessary CILITY , 
this receipt will be passed for payment in the nearest treasury and ret med to the pariy urder it cratico 
to th : treasury. Prizes outside the State will be distributed by Bad Draft after yettirg receipts itc prize 
winning tickets from the parties . Foreign prize wianiag :ickets holders will be paid in the Indian 
Currency 

14. Prizes tu agents . -After cach draw a list of agents who have sold tickets will be drawn up and 
three special prizes of, Rs. 500 , Rs. 350. and Rs. 150 will be awarded to three agents who top 


he list. 


15. Printing of tickots .-- he tickets will be printed in Goveromcot Press , Chacdigarh . Necessary 
security arrangements will be made for this purpose. The cost of paper and printing charges will be reimbursed 
to the Printing Press. As . check against unaut.kosised prioting and sale of tickets , the fascimile signature 
of the Commissioner for Plaoning and Finance . Haiyaou , will te priried on the tickets . Ietails of the quizes. 
date of draw and other relevant particulars will le fiind on ite iskets . There will also he icona . 
foil to the tickets which should be returned by the ocenis or stlcinia to ibeberd off te. 

16. Audit.-- The accounts of Haryana State Lotteries will be audited like other Departments 
of the State . 


No. FD - DOL /68 / St( 1-3 )A.- The Governor of Haryana is pleased to make the 
following rules for agency of Haryana State Lotteries : 

1. These rules may be called the Haryana State Lotteries (Agency Rules). 

2. Application for taking up agency of the Haryana State Lotteries shall be 
sent to the Director, Haryana State Lotteries , in the Form appended to these Rules. 
Forms can be obtained free of cost from the Director , Haryana State Lotteries and 
Deputy Secretary to Government, Haryana , Finance Department, Chandigarh or from 
the District Treasury Officers at Ambala , Karnal, Gurgaon , Hissar, Rohtak , Narnaul, 
Jind and Haryana Treasury, Chandigarh . 

3. Lottery tickets valued at one rupee each shall be available in books of 
100 each . Every applicant for agency shall purchase a minimum of 100 tickets at a 
time after deducting 25 per cent commission . Payment for purchase of tickets can be 
made either by remittance in any Treasury in the State in the Challan Form 
prescribed for the purpose or by Money Order to the Director, Haryana State 
Lotteries and Deputy Secretary to Government, Haryana , Finance Department, 
Chandigarh , or by Crossed Postal Order or Bank Draft made payable to the Director, 
Haryana State Lotteries and Deputy Secretary to Government, Haryana , Finance 
Department, Chandigarh . The Treasury Receipt, Money Order Receipt, Crossed Postal 
Order or Bank Draft as the case may be should be sent along with the application . 

4. On receipt of the application duly supported by the receipt of the money 
remitted , the Director, Haryana State Lotteries and Deputy Secretary to Government, 
Haryana, Finance Department, Chandigarh will register the applicant as an agent and 
issue an authorisation to him or reject the application for agency at his discretion 
without assigning any reasons. 

5. The Director, Haryana State Lotteries and Deputy Secretary to Government 
Haryana , Finance Department, shall have the right to authorise more than one person 
as agent for a particular area . 

6. A commission of 25 per cent of the value of the tickets sold will be paid 
to the agents who will have to bear postage and other incidental expenses the nselves 
from out of their commission . 

7. Special commission to the agents will be allowed as follows : 
(i) One per cent in cases where collections made by an agent for a draw 

exceed Rs 1,000 . 
( ii ) Two per cent in cases where collections made by an agent for a 

draw exceed Rs 5,000 . 
( iii) Five per cent in cases where collections made by an agent for a draw 

exceed Rs 10,000 . 
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8. After each draw , three special prizes of Rs 500 , Rs 350 and Rs 150 , 
respectively will be awarded to the three agents who top the collections for that draw .

10. The first batch of tickets will be supplied to the agents along with the 
authorisation . Subsequent batches of ickets can be had on payment of the value of 
tickets required less commission of 25 per cent. Ag.nts within the State can get the 
ticket books from the Treasury chosen by them . Agents outside th : State can get the 
tickets direct from the Directorate, Haryana State Lotteries at Chandigarh . 


11. Tickets once issued to the agents shall not be returnable and unsold tickets 
with them shall be treated as sold . 


12. Prizes on any prize ticket will be given direct to the ticket- holder without 
the intervention of the agent . 


13. In the case ( fary disfute, be decision of the Director, Haryana State 
Lctteries and Deputy Secretary to Government. Har yapa , Finance Department, shall 
bc final and binding . 


14. The proceeds of the Lotteries will be utilized for developmental activities 
in the Haryana State . 


15. Legal jurisdiction of the Haryana State Lotteries shall be Chandigarh ,

( ii) Two per cent in cases where collections made by an agent for a draw 

exceed Rs 5,000 . 
(iii) Five per cent in cases whore collections made by an agent for a draw 

exceed Rs 10,000 . 


Agonts purchasing tickets in bulk exceeding one lakh at one time or two times 

during a draws will be given commission at the rate of 33 per cent.
